string ency or laxity of divorce laws, 
there seem s to be unanimity in favor 
of a uniform law for all the states and 
territories. 
This problem, being a very 
delicate one. is not to be settled for 
once and nil in a three months’ ses­ 
sion. 
The friends of this reform mere­ 
ly hope for a good beginning in this 
congress, 
if the problem comes up at 
all It will be som ething new under the 
sun in national leg islative councils and

Tin* general public has come to feel 
that it is about time for the senate to 
write “ Finis” on it.

Shortest Congressional Service. 


No doubt there will be a sense of 
great relief in the house because the 
Twelfth Missouri district at last has a 
representative with nobody after his 
scalp. 
For half a dozen y ears this dis­ 
trict has given the house more bother 
than all the other districts in the coun­ 
try . 
It is In the heart of th<* business 
district of St. Louis and is said to rep­ 
resent more wealth than any other con­ 
gressional district in the United States. 
J ames ,T. Butler, son of Boss Ed But­ 
ler of St. Louis, was elected to con­ 
gress from the Twelfth, according to 
the returns, in 1901. 
His seat was con­ 
tested, and the house decided that there 
was so much fraud on both sides that 
nobody was elected, so the seat was 
declared vacant. 
Mr. Butler ran again 
at the special election, was ag ain de­ 
clared elected and aga • unseated. 
At 
this same special election to fill the va­ 
cancy caused by his own unseating he 
w as also elected on the face of the re­ 
turns for another full term, the day 
being the regular election day . George 
t \ R. Wagoner, a funeral director, was 
Mr. Butler’s opponent at the election 
to fill the vacancy . 
On the very last 
day of the term W agoner was declar­ 
ed elected, sat one day in congress 
and drew $ 10,000 salary . 
That is said 
to be the shortest congressional service 
on record. 
“ J im Butler has been kicked out of 
congress twice in one term,” said a St. 
Louis friend. 
“ Yes,” remarked a man who opposed 
him. “ and lie’s got another kick com­ 
ing." 
Butler was finally seated, however, 
and enjoy ed a small part of a term 
unharassed by the ghost of the third 
kick, 
lit* concluded that he had had 
enough of public life, so for the elec­ 
tion of 1904 his friends put up Ernest 
E. Wood, a y oung lawy er who was al­ 
most a stranger in St. Louis. 
Wood 
was elected on the face of the returns, 
and the Twelfth again caused congress 
a severe pain. 
Harry M. Coudrey , the 
other candidate, contested. A few day s 
before the close of the long session 
last summer Mr. Coudrey was seated, 
lie sits in the short term without hav­ 
ing to bind himself to his seat, and he 
is sure of another term, for be was re 
elected by a safe plurality last Novem­ 
ber. 
Thus, after many spasm s, congress is 
cured of the Twelfth Missouri afflic­ 
tion, for two y ears and three months 
at ftny rate, and can now proceed to 
g et down to business aud work without 
worry ing.
